MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING

January 27, 1969 


The Annual Meeting of the Board of Trustees of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10 o'clock. The meet¬ 
ing was cal led to order by Mr. Hami Iton. The other members pres¬ 
ent were Mrs. Chase and Messrs. Chapin, Finley, Gray and Thom.

The Chairman stated that, in the absence of objections and 
there being no corrections suggested, the Minutes of the Special 
Meeting of the Board of Trustees held September 23, 1968 and the 
Minutes of the Regular Quarterly Meeting of October 30, 1968 be 
approved as presented. 

The Chairman reported that Mr. Charles C. Glover, Jr. had 
presented a letter resigning as a Trustee. The following Reso¬ 
lution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED that the Board of Trustees of the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art accept with regret the resignation of Charles Carroll 
Glover, Jr., as a Member of the Board of Trustees. Mr. Glover 
participated in the activities of the Gallery for more than forty 
years, having served as a Member of the Board of Trustees since 
1927, as President from 1951 through 1953, and in various other 
offices, including most recently the Committee on Works of Art 
and the Art School. In addition, Mr. Glover has served country 
and community in an outstanding manner by his leadership of 
charitable, religious, educational, and political organizations, 
and by his distinguished banking and business career. 

RESOLVED that Mr. Glover be and he hereby is elected to 
the position of Trustee Emeritus. 


It was moved by Mr. Gray and seconded by Mr. Chapin that 
the foI lowing be elected to serve as officers of the Gal Iery un¬ 
til the next Annual Meeting of the Board, and that the Secretary 
be directed to cast one baI lot for their election. This motion 
duly carried and the Chairman announced the following as duly 
elected to the positions opposite their names:

The outgoing Treasurer, Mr. Thom, presented his letter trans¬ 
mitting the financial report for the calendar year 1968, which 
was accepted with the thanks of the Trustees and ordered placed 
on file. This letter pointed out that the book value of invest¬ 
ments in the Consolidated Endowment Fund aggregated $3,440,970.71 - 
Income from investments amounted to $184,729.77, or a yield of 
5.36% figured on book value. The market value of the Consoli- 
dated Endowment Fund as of December 31, 1968 amounted to $4,068,949.64. 
In the Gallery, including the Clark Wing, total expenses exceeded 
income by $43,108.35, of which $21,851.13 was in budget expense. 

In the Art School, income exceeded expenses by $49,415.32 for the 
period September I, 1968 through December 31, 1968. 


Mr. Thom reported that 56% of the Consolidated Endowment 
Fund was in equity securities and that he was attempting to in¬ 
crease this to 60-65%. He pointed out that the Art School surplus 
resulted from the payment of tuition during the early part of the 
School term. He recalled that the budget for the Dupont Center had 
been presented separately and approved at the last meeting of the 
Trustees of October 30, 1968. Mr. Thom also reported on the op¬ 

eration of the Budget for the Gal Iery and Clark Funds for 1 96 8; 
this report was ordered filed with the Minutes. 


At the request of the Trustees, Mr. Lottes presented a de- 
ta i led report on the activities of the Office of Planning and De- 
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Mr. Chapin explained the arrangement he had made with 
McKinsey & Company, Inc. to assist the Gallery in its organi¬ 
zation; this assistance is to be without cost to the Gallery. 
Upon motion, duly seconded, it was: , 

RESOLVED that the offer oT McKinsey & Company, Inc. to 
assist the Gallery in its organization be and is hereby accepted 
with thanks. 

Mr. Finley proposed that the Trustees adopt a Resolution 
of Sympathy upon the death of Mrs. Robert Woods B| iss, who had 
served on the Counci I for a number of years. Fol lowing due 
consideration, the following motion was approved: 

RESOLVED that the Trustees of the Corcoran Gal Iery of Art 
deplore the death of Mrs. Robert Woods Bliss which occurred on 
January 17, 1969. For many years, Mrs. Bliss was a loyal and 

devoted friend of this institution, deeply interested in its 
affairs, and served with distinction as a member of the Council 
of the GaI Iery. 

BE IT RESOLVED that this Board records upon its minutes its 
profound sense of loss and instructs the Secretary to transmit a 
copy of this Resolution to Mrs. Bliss' family with an expres¬ 
sion of the personal regret of the Board's members for their 
long-time friend and their sorrow at her passing.

The Chairman of the Women's Committee reported on the 
activities of her Committee during the last quarter of 1968. 

She indicated that arrangements were being made for an auction 
to benefit the Gal Iery and for the Annual Corcoran Ball to be 
held in ApriI 1969. 

There being no further business to come before the Regu¬ 
lar Meeting, the Board went into Executive Session. 







Addendum to the meeting of the Board of Trustees, January 27, 1969 


In Executive Session, the following matters were considered and 
action taken by the Board of Trustees: 

a) Mr. Chapin expressed satisfaction with the staff of 
the Gallery, whom he considered to be exceptionally 
dynamic and imaginative. He indicated that he was 
making every effort to put the Gallery on a completely 
business-like basis, and appreciated the assistance 
which he was receiving from McKinsey & Company, Inc. 

in organizat i onaI matters. 

b) Mr. Chapin reported on arrangements for the Biennial, 

which would open on January 31, 1969. 

c) The Trustees approved increases in salaries for the 
Director of the Gallery and for various members of 
the staff. 

d) The Trustees approved the proposaI to present a gold 
medal to Dr. Hermann Warner Williams, Jr., former 
Director, in recognition of his years of service to 
the Gallery. 

e) The Trustees approved the proposal to present a gold 
medal to Mr. Charles C. Glover, who had recently re- 
tired as a member of the Board of Trustees. 

f) Mr. Chapin outlined the proposed activities of the new 

Board of Governors and presented a list of candidates 
for nomination to that Board and to the Council. The 
Trustees agreed to hold a Special Meeting on Friday, 
February 7, 1969, to vote on these nominations and to 

act on the proposed amendment to the By-laws, which 
had been considered in the Regular Meeting. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned.

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REPORT TO THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 

October 30, 1968 


The following is a brief report on the programs of The Corcoran 
School of Art: 


A. SUMMER SCHOOL 1968 


Innovations: Night classes in air conditioned studios. 

Increased community support of children's scholar¬ 
ship program. 

Posting of a guard^at the school entrance in the 
evening to help eliminate thefts. 

Registration was 680 in 1968 as compared to 543 in 1967. Income 
from tuition and fees was $63,900 as compared to $35,640 in 1966 
and $48,706 in 1967. 

B. THE CORCORAN SCHOOL ABROAD, SUMMER 1968 

A one month course in drawing and painting for 20 people taught 
at Leeds, Oxford, and London with faculty from Leeds College of 
Art. 

Income: $13,488; Expenses: $12,068 


C. THE DAY AND EVENING SCHOOL 1968-1969 

In the past academic year, 1967-68, salaries were revised upward 
substantially and a move made toward appointing faculty to teach 
a full time schedule of 18 studio hours per week. 

In the current academic year, 1968-69, major attention is being 
given to security and protecting equipment in the school. 

The following improvements were made in summer of 1968 ^or the 
present academic year: established tool and equipment crib, 
installed two fume hoods in the Graphics Department for Graphics 
presses, installed sinks as needed, doubled size of photo lab, 
constructed damp chamber for Ceramics Department, created faculty 
lounge, created new school library. 

A study involving all aspects of The. Corcoran School of Art, the 
faculty, staff and students, curriculum, facilities, etc. is under¬ 
way under the auspices of the Corcoran Office of Planning, and 
Development.' 

Analysis of distribution of students in the fall semester 1968-69 
shows a marked trend toward matriculation in the recently launched 
Diploma and Certificate programs (see attached).

Income from- tuition increased from approximately $109,000 in 
1964-65 to one half million dollars in 1967-68. Income from 
endowments, concessions, and registration fees is additional. 

During 1967-68 students made a number of suggestions for im¬ 
provement of the school and program. Many have been implemented: 
Film Making course, Photography course for beginners, relocation 
of library. In the current year, students are forming their own. 
organization. Also, students in each area of concentration will 
.be given opportunity for counseling sessions with staff in those 
areas, meetings among.themselves, and greater communication 
with faculty and administration. The students have, in addition, 
launched their own independent newspaper. 

The work of four Corcoran students: Michael Clark, Ken Wade, 
Robert Newmann, and Carroll Stockwell, are being shown from 
September 27 to November 3, 1968 in an exhibition launching 
The Corcoran Gallery exhibition season for 1968-69. 


D. THE SATURDAY SCHOOL 


Students enrolled in the Saturday Program may now matriculate 
and earn credit toward the Corcoran Certificate. Enrollment in 
fall 1968 is 407 students. 


E. COLUMBIA, MARYLAND DIVISION 

With the approval of the Board of Trustees, The Corcoran School 
of Art is experimenting with the possibility of a division or 
divisions away from the parent school. Divisions such as this 
would serve as feeders to the Washington School. Sixteen students 
are enrolled at Columbia. The School plans to complete assessment 
and make recommendations concerning the future of this program.

The major activities of the maintenance staff this quarter included 
the installation of the Gaston Lachaise exhibition, which required the 
building of numerous pedistals, the John McLaughlin exhibition, which 
occupied four galleries on the 2nd floor, the fall selection of the Rental 
Gallery and the construction of a large stage in the atrium for the 
performance of the Washington School of Ballet on October 31. 

In addition, the Rental Gallery was relocated, and this move necessitated 
the building of partitions.and two doors. In the school the Photography 
lab has been remodeled in order to give students larger booths and 
darkrooms. Also, a 100 amp electric panel and an 82 gallon hot water 
heater were installed in the lab. Two rooms in the Graphics Department 
were partitioned for supply storage space. The school corridors, the 
corridor in the basement of the Clark Addition and the old Gun Room were 
painted. In order to comply with the insurance company and fire inspector

regulations, the entire basement was cleaned and reorganized. Bins for 
packing material were built and several fire extinguishers added. In 
preparation for the Biennial, the Rotunda has been refurbished. The 
fabric was replaced with masonite boards and the dome painted. Also, 
the floor was refinished. New electric wiring has been installed in 
the Rotunda as well as in Gallery 76

The Curator of Education herewith submits the following report covering the 
period of October 1 - December 31* 1968. 


The Department of Education has considerably broadened the background material 
for docent tours, adding more than 12 new names the first ten days of January alone. 

In conformity with the new desire of the Corcoran Gallery to reach the inner city 
on a community-wide basis, special emphasis has been placed on 19th Century American 
genre works in which Blacks and Whites are shown together, treated without senti¬ 
mentality. Docents have been urged to participate fully in trying to reach the 
interest of the inner city child through these works. 

A workshop for pre-school children has been set up in the Children's Gallery 
to enable docents to study the child at this age level, and to attempt to reach the 
younger child through art at an age when he is least able to communicate verbally. 

In addition, the inner gallery of the Children's Gallery has been turned into a 
children's movie house where art films and slides will be shown to children after their 
tours of the main galleries. In addition to guided tours of the Biennial and of the 
historical and modern paintings in the Atrium and Balcony, two additional history tours 
have been mounted in smaller galleries, tracing the history of America through painting 
(for the 5 th grade tours), making a total of five new tours, for which background 
material is being prepared. 

A start has been made on the organizing and filling of the slide collection, with 
the help of a docent who will devote her entire time to this one project. One thousand 
dollars from the Women's Committee has been allocated for the purchase of new slides 
to round out the collection. It is intended that the entire slide collection, when 
completed, will be transferred to the Library as a permanent home. 

SPECIAL PROJECTS 

A workshop in puppetry has been organized to begin on Feb. 8, 1969 , for 20 
children, 10 of whom are from Southeast Washington and are being bussed into the 
Key School in Northwest Washington from the Draper School in Southeast, and for 10 of 
whom are regular students at Key School. The children were chosen by the Art teacher 
at that school and are exceptionally gifted. The workshop will run for six weeks 
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and will also include a tour of the Corcoran, Dupont Center's "This Thing Called Jazz" 
and attending a puppet show here on February 22nd. 

A puppet show and museum day is being sponsored by us for 150 children from Junior 
Village on February 22nd. The children will meet at the Dupont Center, and then come 
to the Corcoran for refreshments, a tour of the Biennial with Jim Harithas and finally, 
the puppet show given by Rose Brown. 

Four service agencies in the Washington area are being staffed by us with art 
instructors and one photography instructor for a 17 week program in Art. A show will 
be given for the young artists on June i, 1969. 

We are sending docents into the schools in order to work with the children on 
an Art History program and Studio program. 

We are arranging for tours of school children for "This Thing Called Jazz" at 
the Dupont Center as well as co-ordinating activities concerned with this exhibition 
through this office. 

A tentative judging and show is being planned in conjunction with the D.C. Schools 
Art Department for junior and senior high school students participating in the annual 
Arts and Science Fair at the Armory. 

Siommer programs are being planned for the Children's Gallery and the Dupont Center. 
They would be in graphics and sculpture-.. 

A storefront gallery is in the planning stage and information is being gathered 
about its possibility.

Arrangements have been made for the 1969 Corcoran (Education Department) Art Tour. 
The tour is to take place in July and all participants of the tour must be members of 
the Gallery. A $100.00 profit will be built into the cost of the trip. The Gallery 
will thereby receive an income of $100. per participant plus new memberships. The 
trip is scheduled to visit Russia, "'urkey (Istanbul), and Yugoslavia. This proposal 
was included in the last Quarterly Report from this office. The bulk of research and 
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coping with details will be done by this office in conjunction with the Assistant 
Director.

As is apparent from the above figures, there has been a marked decrease in the 
attendance in the last three months of 1968 when compared to 1967 . This should 
be attributed to the fact that in 1967 there was on view an Area Exhibition, a 
show that always attracts a great number of visitors to the Museum. Also, admission 
fee has caused a slight decrease in attendance. 

The decrease in attendance and the fact that the Christmas card catalogues were not 
available to mail to members who wished to order cards by mail reflect in the lower 
income at Sales Desk. 
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3. SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 

The exhibitions WASHINGTON ARTISTS 1968. NEW PAINTINGS: STRUCTURE and the LACHAISE 
EXHIBITION did not produce any sales. However, A works for a total of $7,000.00 
were sold from the JOHN McLAUGHLIN exhibition producing a 10 % commission for the 
Corcoran of $700.00

Due to the recent reorganization of the Corcoran Complex, the merger, and the 
move of the Art Rental Gallery to a different location, it was impossible this fall to 
obtain the major portion of needed works from N.Y. dealers. These are generally in 
a higher price range than art from local dealers-thus producing higher rental fees. 

In addition, the Rental Gallery did not have its Fall opening until October 26th because 
of construction necessary before the move. Thus Rental activities were virtually at a 
standstill during September and October. As mentioned in previous reports, as anticipated, 
the volume of rentals and sales has been somewhat reduced. The Rental Gallery is in a 
location not easily accessible to the general public. Also, the display of room 
settings formerly installed in the Rental Gallery was an attraction bringing people 
to the museum who not only became members but also interested renters and, many of 
them, colle ctors. 

5. PUBLICITY 


During the three months covered by this report, the Corcoran Complex has attracted 
an unusual amount of publicity, most of it favorable. 

During the month of October the consolidation of the Washington Gallery of Modern 
Art with the Corcoran under the name of Corcoran Gallery-Dupont Center was subject 
to a story in the N.Y. Times on October 2, front page coverage in the Evening Star 
on October 7 and in the Washington Post on October 9 and an article in the Georgetowner . 

The expansion of the Corcoran School in Columbia, Maryland, was mentioned in the 
October issue of Art News . 

A misunderstanding about the catalogue for the exhibition ’’ Recent Graphics from Prague " 
was given a great deal of coverage in the local press, on October 19 in both the 
Washington Post and the Evening Star , again in the latter on October 23 and in the 
Washington Post on October 24- It was also touched upon in an otherwise favorable 
article on the Corcoran Complex in the November 3 issue of the New York 
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Times . The exhibition was reviewed and generally praised by the Sunday Star on 
October 20, the Washington Daily News on October 25 and the Washington Post on 
October 27. 

The exhibition of Sculpture and Drawings by Gaston Lachaise was mentioned in an 
article in the Georgetowner on October 10, reproductions were featured in the Oct. 
issue of Playtime Magazine and reviews appeared in the October 20th issue of both 
the Washington Post and the Sunday Star . The Washington Daily Mews reviewed it 
October 25. 

The October 20th issue of the Sunday Star also featured a most favorable re¬ 
appraisal of the I. Rice Pereira publication The Nature of Space recently re¬ 
published by the Corcoran Gallery. 

The John McLaughlin Retrospective was the subject of an illustrated article in the 
November issue of Art News and was reviewed in the Washington Post on November 24 
and in the Sunday Star on December 1. The exhibition was also mentioned in the 
National Observer on December 30. 

The exhibition Vienna School of Fantastic Realism was reviewed in the Washington 
Post and in the Sunday Star on December 29. It had had advance publicity in the 
December 8th issue of the Washington Post . 

The exhibition Imagination and its opening exclusively for children was the subject 
of a feature on WTTG-TV " Panorama" on December 10th. There was an article about 
it in the Capital Spotlight on December 12th. Several photos of Mayor Washington's 
visit to the children's opening appeared in the December 15 issue of the Sunday 
Star and it was also the subject of a picture story in the December 16 issue of the 
Washington Post . 

The "new look" and future prospects of the Corcoran Complex were the subject of an 
article in the November 3rd Sunday Star and an illustrated story in Art Forum of 
December. 

The Art Rental Gallery was mentioned at its Fall opening on October 27 in the 
Washington Post and in the Frederick,Md, Post on October 30. A painting from it 
was reproduced in color in the Sunday Star Magazine of November 24 and there was 
an illustrated article about the Rental Gallery in the December 15 Washington Post. 

Concerts and a performance of the Washington Ballet at the Corcoran were mentioned 
and reviewed on October 13 and 18 in the Washington Post and Evening Star (Amram)j 
October 30, November 2, Washington Post (Washington Ballet); November 15, Wash. Post 
and Evening Star (Elizabethan Viols);November 12, Washington Post- November 13, George- 
towner , Washington Post and Evening Star- November 22, Evening Star (National Associa¬ 
tion of American Composers and Conductors). 

An extene^Lve illustrated story on Corcoran School sketching classes at the new 
L'Enfant'Plaza was in the November 11th Washington Post and the Corcoran Art Tours 
were mentioned in the same paper on November 12. 


Much pictorial coverage was given the Washington opening of the film "Belle de Jour" 
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for the Benefit of the Corcoran Gallery-Dupont Center on November 21 in both local 
papers.

CURRICULUM INNOVATIONS 

TUITION INCREASES EFFECTIVE FALL SEMESTER 1968: 

Courses meeting five days per week were increased from $175 to $225 
per semester. 

Art History and Art Appreciation courses meeting two days per week 
were increased from $100 to $125 per semester. 

THE FOLLOWING NEW COURSES WERE ADDED TO THE CURRICULUM: 

English Composition: Designed to teach students to write idiomatically 
and precisely, to encourage oral communication through discussion of 
assigned reading, and to encourage students to justify and clarify 
their artistic judgments. 
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Film Making: Designed for students with limited knowledge of the 
techniques and procedures in film making; the student will create 
his own short film. 

Fundamentals of Photography: Introductory course in the theory and 
practice of photography. 

Watercolor and Drawing: A course in the Open Program covering trans¬ 
parent and opaque watercolor; includes drawing fundamentals, still 
life, perspective, composition, and life drawing. 

New Media: Two additional sections were added to meet the demand for 
this course which experiments with new materials including plastics, 
lights, and kinetic machinery. 

Art Appreciation was added to the course offerings on Saturday.

An Open House and Exhibition was held at the Corcoran School of Art 
branch in Columbia, Maryland on September 29. The Columbia Division 
opened October 7, offering both day and evening and Saturday classes. 
The administration is presently studying ways to maximize the use 
of the Columbia facilities. 

The Art School Library was moved into former Studio 14 and new shelves 
were constructed to create space for expanding the library sources. 

Faculty members have formed five faculty committees to assist John 
Lottes, Director of Planning and Development, in his study of the 
Art School. The five groups are to do research and make recommenda¬ 
tions in the following areas: Admissions, Curriculum, Facilities, 
Student Activities and Faculty Service. An Executive Committee, in¬ 
cluding the Dean, William Christenberry and the four Department Chair¬ 
men, will help direct and evaluate the study reports of the faculty 
committees. 

At a faculty meeting on November 26, the faculty voted to form a 
Faculty Association and elected these officers: Joseph Taney, President 
Alexander Russo, First Vice-President; William Johnson, Second Vice- 
President; Sandra Christenberry will continue as Secretary. 

The Administration is putting together a handbook of school policies 
which will be printed and distributed to students. 

The Registrar's office has compiled lists of students majoring in the 
various departments for the Department Chairmen. It is hoped this will 
strengthen departmental guidance of students majoring in a specific 
field.

Gentlemen: 


As Treasurer of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, I have filed with the 
President a detailed report covering the financial transactions for the cal¬ 
endar year 1968. I think it would be well to point out certain highlights 
in my report. 

On December 31, 1968, the book value of the investments in the 
Consolidated Endowment Fund, including cash of $11,298.12 (awaiting invest¬ 
ment) aggregated $3,440,970.71. Income from investments amounted to $184,729.77, 
or a yield of 5.36%. (This yield, of course, was figured on book value. The 
1967 yield was 5.6%.) 


The Trustees will recall that at the last meeting I reported the 
market value of the Consolidated Endowment Fund as of December 31, 1968 was 
$4,068,949.64. I attach a list of security transactions since the last meeting. 
In connection with the sales, we realized a profit of $50,920.32. 

In the Gallery, which includes the Clark wing, total expenses in 1968 
exceeded income by $43,108.45. Of this excess, $21,851.13 was in budget expense. 

The Art School now operates on a budget for the period of September 1, 
through August 31, and for the period of September 1, 1968 through December 31, 
1968, income exceeded expenses by $49,415.32.

Dear Aldus: 

Just a brief note to follow up on the luncheon discussion you, Neil Harlan 
and I held in connection with our assisting the Corcoran Gallery of Art on a 
public service basis. In recent months the Corcoran has been undergoing 
extensive change and rejuvenation. Among other steps, this has included the 
merger with the Washington Gallery of Modern Art, the establishment of new 
executive positions, importantly including your own, renovations to the Gallery 
and expansion of its exhibitions and programs. 

These and other anticipated changes necessarily have raised questions 
as to how the Corcoran should be organized. Certain questions of organization, 
such as the relationship between the Director of the Gallery and the Dean of the 
Art School with your own office have been worked out. Nonetheless, there 
remain a host of other questions of organization that still have to be worked out. 
Moreover, position descriptions need to be prepared for all key positions so 
there is a clear understanding of their role, responsibilities and relationships. 

To this end we have agreed to assist you as a public service. Principally 
under Neil Harlan s direction (though I would stay in touch with the study), we 
will assign one of our associates to work with the Gallery on a more or less 
full time basis during the month of February. During this time they would: 

1. Interview the principal members of the Corcoran staff to get an 
understanding of their positions and how they believe their 
positions should be structured.

2. Where an understanding of procedures would be necessary to 
understanding organization, such as in the case of the Controller's 
activities, we would also review procedures as well. 

3. Then with you we would discuss our findings and consider alternative 
patterns of organization. Once the preferred pattern has been 
worked out, we would then develop specific position descriptions 

for review by your key personnel and ultimately for your approval. 


As we left it, you would discuss this review with the Board of Governors 
and selected members of the organization and then let us know if we are to 
proceed. Assuming we begin February 1, we would expect to meet with you 
at the end of February at which time we would review progress with you and 
see whether our further participation is required. 

We look forward to working with you in this review in the hopes that it will 
help the Corcoran carry out its worthy programs of service to our community 
and to art in America.

B. Simultaneous to raising funds for the annual operating budget, 
this office will be preparing a bequest program directed toward 
improving our endowment base.

III. Planning & Development 

A. Financial Planning

and facilities is well under way. This report will be 
completed by April 1, 1969, and will be accompanied by 
recommendations for future educational development. 

2. To effect this study, the faculty have been utilized in 
terms of Study Committees to review and recommend 
concerning:

c. Student Affairs 

d. Admissions 

e. Library and Facilities 

3. The Office of the Dean has provided statistical informa¬ 
tion relative to the current situation. 

4. Resulting from the Study Committees, the faculty has formed 
an Association for the purpose of assisting the administra¬ 
tion in continuing development of the Art School. This 
Association will be requesting Board recognition and approval 
to continue their valuable work. The Faculty Association 

is working in cooperation with the Dean and will be sub¬ 
mitting specific proposals concerning development of the 
School of Art. 

C. Printing and Public Relations 

1. The coordination of all printed matter with the exception 
of exhibition catalogs and Women's Committee publications 
has been accomplished. 

2. We have utilized the services of a professional graphic 
design firm to develop the new format for publications, 
calendar, invitations and programs. 

3. For 1969, this office anticipates a saving in printing 
costs if information from all internal sources is avail¬ 
able a proper time in advance of printing dates. 

D. Architectural Planning 

1. This office has been working closely with Faulkner, 

Fryer, and Vanderpool in studying interim planning for 
the remodeling of certain portions of the interior of the 

Gallery facilities. The results of this work will be 
reported when information concerning costs is available.

The major activities of the maintenance staff this quarter included 
the installation of the Gaston Lachaise exhibition, which required the 
building of numerous pedistals, the John McLaughlin exhibition, which 
occupied four galleries on the 2nd floor, the fall selection of the Rental 
Gallery and the construction of a large stage in the atrium for the 
performance of the Washington School of Ballet on October 31. 

In addition, the Rental Gallery was relocated, and this move necessitated 
the building of partitions and two doors. In the school the Photography 
lab has been remodeled in order to give students larger booths and 
darkrooms. Also, a 100 amp electric panel and an 82 gallon hot water 
heater were installed in the lab. Two rooms in the Graphics Department 
were partitioned for supply storage space. The school corridors, the 
corridor in the basement of the Clark Addition and the old Gun Room were 
painted. In order to comply with the insurance company and fire inspector 
regulations, the entire basement was cleaned and reorganized. Bins for 
packing material were built and several fire extinguishers added. In 
preparation for the Biennial, the Rotunda has been refurbished. The 
fabric was replaced with masonite boards and the dome painted. Also, 
the floor was refinished. New electric wiring has been installed in 
the Rotunda as well as in Gallery 76

Meeting of the Community Relations Committee, Wednesday, May 28. 1969 

at The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

Present: Mr. Chapin (Chairman), Mrs. Cushing, Mr. Strong, Mrs. Bohlen, 

Mr. Nevius and Mr. Kimball. 

The meeting was cal led to order by the chairman at 12:30 p.m. 

Mrs. Bohlen was appointed secretary. 

Mr. Chapin suggested that the committee consider (l) composition 
and tasks ot the committee; (2) what kind of students, particularly 
black, the school is seeking in the course of impIimenting its diversi¬ 
fication policy: (3) faculty involvement. 

Mr. Nevius said that, although admissions were virtually closed 
for 1969-1970, he was nevertheless very concerned with increasing 
Negro enrollment for the coming academic year. He felt this effort 
should be tackled immediately by the committee, albeit in conjunction 
with long-range planning. Eleven new Negro students have been enrol led 
for next year, bringing the total to 17, said Mr. Kimball. The onjy 
really hopeful area for recruitment still open is the eighth grade, 
where some spaces for boys are still available. 

It was agreed^ that Potomac Negro parents should be involved in 
the impIimentation of the diversification policy for ,next year as well 
as long-range, and with reference to both student and faculty recruit¬ 
ment. As a first step, Mr. Kimball, Mr. Chapin and Mrs. Bohlenwill 
meet during June with four or five Negro mothers selected from the 
present and next year's parent body, to solicit their suggestions. The 
committee members should not impose their own views at this meeting or 
on any other similar occasion. Mr. O'Neill, third grade teacher, will 
be invited to attend this first meeting as faculty representative, 

Social variety among Negro students was considered an important 
goal (i.e., they should not all be scholarship or inner city). Mr. 
Strong will persue his contact with A Better Chance. Mr. Kimball will 
consult Mrs. Myers, director of the Negro Student Fund and will notify 
the Education Advisor of the State Department of our goals with res¬ 
pect to diversification in general. Mr. Nevius suggested contacting 
the YMCA in Arlington as a means of opening a wedge into the Virginia 
community. Mr. Chapin suggested the under-achieving, talented (though 
not necessarily poverty) child should be sought for whom Potomac's 
environment might have some meaning. 

Mr. Kimball reported that the faculty received the Plans and 
Policies Committee report on diversification favorably except that they 
took exception to the concept of a "19th seat", saying that small 
class size has always been an important feature of Potomac which should 
be retained if at all possible. 


The meeting was adjourned at 2 p.m. 
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
